Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-1 1 are pending. 

2. Applicant's arguments have been considered and are persuasive. The claims 
have been indicated allowable. It is appreciated that the means plus function language 
have been amended by the applicants in compliance with 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth 
paragraph, and the rejections concerning claims 6, 7, and 9 are now withdrawn. In 
response to the indication of co-pending applications of the Assignee, Examiner has 
reviewed the applications. It is noted that 10/594,367 as listed by the applicants is not 
directed to "Injection Device", it is believed that the applicants instead referred to 
10/594,204 that has the appropriately named title. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach the claimed invention having the rotating turret with the 
conditioning cavities on the opposing sides including the lengths in which the 
arrangement of the cavities on the respective sides are side by side with each other for 
at least part of their own length. The closest prior art includes Van Manen, which does 
not have this particular arrangement.
